History Made 
As US. Heavies 
Raid East Reich 


By W. W. HERCHER 

LONDON (CP)—United States 
Army Headquarters announced 
that during an attack by Ameri- 
can heavy bombers on eastern 
Germany today “one formation 
reported attacking a target in the 
Berlin district.” 

It was the first time that US. 
fourengined planes had pene- 
trated to Berlin, a frequent target 
of smashing night raids by the 
R.A.F, Bomber Command, includ- 
ing the R.C.A.F. bomber group. 

The headquarters 
ment telling of today’s attack, 
said: “The flight was made 
through difficult flying condi- 
tions, with clouds often as high as 
30,000 feet.” 

Earlier a German broadcast by 
the propaganda agency, Interna- 
tional Information: Bureau, said 
bombs had showered Berlin, but 
D.N.B., the Nazi news agency, 
claimed not a single explosive 
had fallen on Berlin itself. This 
confusion in Berlin broadcasts 
apparently was the result of hair- 
splitting as to Berlin's boundar- 
les. 


Raid Is Sequel 
To Fighter Sweep 


The German broadcast said the 
raid on the German’ capital was 
a repetition of an attack Friday, 
which failed. U.S, headquarters 
announced Friday night, how- 
ever, only that U.S. fighter planes 
had made an offensive sweep 
over Berlin Friday, and made no 
reference to bombers. 

“This time the attack was flown 
from a westerly direction only a 
small part of the American for- 
mation — which was strongly 
escorted by fighters — reached 
Berlin,” the Nazi broadcast 
claimed, 

Berlin has been a desired goal 
for U.S. filers ever sitce they 
began operations in the. European 
theatre, but if the German re 
ports were true, this was the first 
time they had. an opportunity to 
take part in the destruction of 
the capital begun — and almost 
finished—by the R.A.F. and R.C. 
AF. 

The daylight operation against 
the German capital had awaited 
development of long-range 
fighters necessary to protect the 
bombers along the heavily-defen- 
ded course to the target, at least 
575 miles from British bases. 

The bombers plowed through 
bitterly cold skies at temperatures 
as low as 45 degrees below zero 
in their daylight blow at the 
Reich. 

“It was plenty cold,” reported 
one returned pilot. “The super- 
charger and the ball-turret tail- 
gun froze up.” 

The bombers thundering into 
Germany for the third straight 
day were powerfully escorted by 
fighters. They crossed the 
Channe] in a tremendous proces- 
sion and headed toward Germany, 

“The whole 8th Air Force was 
up there today,” declared Sgt. 
William DeBlasio of Pittsburgh, 
one-of the first crewmen to re- 
turn 

The Americans approached 
Reich territory under a cover of 
clouds and were engaged in fierce 
air combats going in and leaving 
the targets, Berlin said.

. The Rt. Rev, Harold E. Sex- 
ton, Anglican Bishop of British 
Columbia, replying to last Satur- 
day's statement by the Rt, Rev. 
J, C. Cody, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Victoria, today issued 
| the following: 

| “In making a brief reply to 
Bishop Cody’s comments on the 
subject of ‘Mixed Marriages’ as 
treated in my recent Synod 
Charge, I note the —, has 
traveled far outside the limits 
of the points I made, and some 
|of- his statements are, to put it 
| mildly, inaccurate. Bishop Cody 
claims to speak on behalf of the 
Catholic Church, whereas he is 
| only entitled to represent the 
views of the Roman Catholic 
Church, which is the official 
| title of his church as fixed at 
the Council of Trent, 

| “The Catholic Church is di- 
| vided, the first breach occurring 
jin 1054 A.D., mainly in conse- 
| qiegnce of the Church of Rome's 
claim to spiritual autocracy, The 
{Church of England finally re- 
| jected the Papal jurisdiction in 
the 16th century, but in so doing 
she did not cut herself off from 
|} the church Catholic. The juris- 
diction of the Pope is not esien- 
tial to the continuity and life 
of the Catholic Church. Papal 





jurisdiction has no warrant in| 


the New Testament, and was 
}never accepted for at least the 
first five centuries of the undi- 
vided church. It is a Roman 
claim, which is repudiated by 
the whole of the Orthodox 
churches of the east as also by 
the Church of England. 

“We agree there was originally 
only one ‘Mother Church’ but it 
was not under the rule of the 
Bishop of Rome. The word 
‘Catholic’ as it was first used 
had no connection . with - the 
claims of the Pope, who was 
only one bishop among many. 
The Apostles’ Creed makes no 
reference whatever to the ‘seni- 
ority’ of the Roman Church, It 
is the unwarranted claims of the 
|Roman Church which are the 
| chief cause of the present divided 
| state of Christianity, As the 
learned professor of history in 
the University of London says, 
‘The Roman Papacy is the ec- 
clesiastical counterpart of the 
Holy Roman Empire. Its title 
deeds are the well-known. for- 
geries, the donation of Constan- 
tine and the pseudo-Isidorian De- 
cretals rather them the Petrine 
texts of the Gospels. The incom- 
| patibility of Roman claims with 
| the forces of nationality and free- 
|dom caused the revolt which léd 
|to the formation of national 
| churches,’ 

“Bishop Cody's passing refer- 
|} €nce to Henry VIII and Edward 
| VII moves me to say that at his 

worst Henry was not as bad as 
some of the Popes prior to his 
day. One of the most corrupt 
and immoral of men was Pope 
| Alexander VI (Borgia). Mention 
could be made of others. 

“I stand by the statements in 
my charge. Incidentally, it was 
|the Archbishop of York who 
spoke of ‘the humiliating terms’ 
imposed by the Roman: Catholic 
Church in mixed marriages, and 

His Grace continues: ‘It is a hard 
and cruel choice. presented to a 
man or woman deeply in love, 
A loyal member of the Church of 
England would unhesitating re- 
fuse to assent to such humill- 
ating terms.’ After making this 
quotation, I bade my people seek 
the ministrations of their own 
church, and not to believe the 
statement that -when such mar- 
riages are celebrated by a hnon- 
Roman Catholic minister they 
‘are null and void, before God, and 
the parties are-not in the sight 
of God really husband and wife.’ 

“Bishop Cody's main point ap- 
pears to be that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church dislikes unhappy 
homes, and makes the terms of 
the marriage contract clear _be- 


forehand s0 as to avoid subée- 
quent dispute between husband 
and wife, or between brother and 
sister, On this basis such disput- 
ing may bé equally well avoided 
by an agreement that the child- 
ren are to be brought up, for in- 
stance in the Anglican obedience; 
but it is wel! known that the 
Roman authorities would not 
countenance such a solution for 
& moment; and many are the! in. 
stances where . Roman priests 
have actually, in such a case, in- 
| tervened after the marriage to 
| stir up that very strife which 
Bishop Cody now deprecates. 
This plea for the avoidance of 
matrimonia] disputations has an 
appearance of unreality when it 
comes from a leader of the church 
|which again and again has 
| stepped into homes which were 
at least tolerably peaceful and 
has taken upon itself the appall- 
ing responsibility of declaring 
that a marriage duly contracted 
in good faith is ‘in the sight of 
God null and void. It is against 
such humiliating experiences 
that my charge sought to defend 
my own people, and I regret that 
there is nothing in Bishop Cody's 
comments to ease this intolerable 
situation. 

“I did not suggest that mutual 
love would solve the problem. 
My only reference to the love 
between the parties was when I 
$a) that it was a-cruel alterna- 
tive to young people deeply in 
love that the only éscape from 
the humiliating terms is to call 
off the marriage altogether.

young people (or their elders)

riage problem, and would assure 
them that they may depend upon 
my sympathetic understanding 
and help.”

‘Drunk Soldier 
‘Gives Eire People 
‘Invasion Jitters 


LONDON (CP)—There are in- 
dications Eire is suffering from 
war nerves despite her attempts 
to lean over backwards to pre- 
serve her neutrality. - 

It is reported In London that a 
few wild shots fired 10 days ago 
by~a drink-befuddied Allied sol- 
dier who crossed the border from 
Ulster into Eire brought an at- 
tack of invasion jitters. 

No news of this matter has 
come from Eire officially yet, but 
the London Daily Express re 
ported the alarm is only now 
easing off, according to travelers 
who related that the Eire army 
was ordered to a five-day “stand- 
too” alert after the incident. 

Eire, according to the reports 
of the travelers, became a great 
rumor factory, particularly in 
Dublin, where stories grew to 
Such.an extent that a week ago 
there were reports: “The Allies 
have presented an ultimatum .. .” 
“The Allies want ports and other 
facilities, ...” 

President de Valera in a speech 
at Cavan last Sunday condemned 
the rumors and said there was 
no. justification for public un- 
easiness, although he added: “The 
danger becomes greater as the 
theatre of war moves more in our 
direction and the efforts of the 
belligerents against each other 
reach a climax... at any moment 
this war may come upon us and 
we may be forced to defend our 
rights and our freedom with our 
lives.”

| Those who stay at the station, however,

| ing a stern resolve that those who do not 
j return shall not have made their sacrifice 
in vain. They sit around and think and 
plan what they will-do to honor appropri-

a lively issue for the Irish is em 
phasized in a new book, “Orange 
Terror," published by the Capv- | 
chin Annual Office, Dublin, and 
just received here. | 

In this an end of partition ts 
urged particularly for the sake 
of the economic welfare of the 
whole country and ag the basis 
for developing a more friendly 
attitude on the part of Eire to- 
wards England. The immensity | 
of the difficulty becomes appar- | 
ent when one reads the evidence | 
presented of the deep-seated and | 
bitter religious antagonisms that 
persist. 
carefully nourished regardless of | 
the fact that they have to be paid | 
for by all the Irish in terms of | 
impaired welfare — social, eco- | 
nomic and racial. 

Lady Eleanor Yarrow contri- 
butes a chapter in which she 
writes: 

“Granted that the north and the 
south have serious differences in 
personality, character, religion 
and way of life—particularly wor- 
ship—they are linked together by 
even greater ties; their sympa- 
thies are greater than their dif- 
ferences. The Irish people are 
too great, too reasonable, too 
good in character to be divided. 
Each of the. two communities 
would gain by co-opération with 
the other. While hatred and par- 
tition divided them, Ireland can | 
never be the significant and lead- 
ing nation she should be. 

“The evil, also, is of sufficiently 
léng standing and its alleged 
cause has been go exaggerated by 
bigots that it is not easy to bring 
truth and justice to bear upon the 
problem. Will the sweeping away 
of partition help to solve the 
whole problem? Yes, undoubt- 
edly. The longer partition re 
mains, the greater the bigotry be 
comes.” 





I have never taken the view 
that the end of the war in Europe 
is at hand or that Hitler is about 
to collapse, and I have certainly 
given no guarantee or even held 
out any expectation that the year 
1944 will see the end.
